SUCCESSFULLY STOPPED. 

Two Tacoma Gentlemen Elude the Sound 
City Police, But Arc Welcomed 
lit Victoria. 

Two prominent young men from Tacoma 
came over on Sunday morning's Kingston 
and were publicly welcomed by .Sergeant 
Levin and Oilicer Carson, but not in tlio 
manner they wished. They aro now, or 
were till last evening, guests ut tho northorn 
end of the City Hull, tho arrangement hav- 
ing been that they were to return to Wash- 
ington this morning. One of theBe involun- 
tary guests is Frank D. McCain, doputy 
city clerk of Tncoma, who ia held on a 
charge of forgery of city money warrants. 
He is accompanied by his brother John, 
who is thought to he an accomplice. Tho 
circumstances of the arrest aro Briefly that 
\cting Chief Walker received telegraphic 
instructions Saturday that these men had 
left Tacoma on Friday night for Vic oria. 
Sergeant Levin, with Constable Carson, 
proceeded on tho search. Tho Premier was 
inspected and subsequently tho King- 
ston, It was learned on hor arrival 
that no one named McCain was on board, 
but two men closely resembling the enqo.tr- 
od for parlies were. Thoy kept their state- 
room till it was nearly time lor tho vessel 
to commence hor return trip, when they 
quiotly walked down the slip, only to be 
confronted by the sergeant, who immedi- 
ately escorted them to tho city lock-up. 
Tho strangers remonstrated with the offi- 
cers that the Utter had evidently mado a 
mistake, but no chances were taken. Aa a 
matter of fact, the two were bound for 
England, and had their tickets as far as 
Halifax. On arriving at the police station, 
tho men put into operatiou a resolve they 
had evidently made, not to commit them- 
selves to any statements whatever, but tho 
facta of the case have been gleaned from a 
quarter where the McCains are well known. 

It appears that F. D. McCuiu left Tacoma 
on Friday, havirg got wind cf the fact that 
Mayor Huson, in conjunction with tho city 
clerk, had commenced an investigation into 
tho conduct of Deputy Clerk McCain._ He 
got away barely in time, for that evening a 
warrant waB iB=ued for his arrest on a charge 
of forgery and embezzlement. Tho chargo 
is based on two warrants for 8438 odd in 
favor of the Fox Island clay works, although 
these are not supposed to constitute all that 
are in circulation. Tho warrants, it tran- 
spires, were sold by McCain. 

The manner in which the deficit was dis- 
covered is very simple. In going over the 
warrant book the controller noticed tonic 
missing forms, tho stubs of which were 
marked as " void." In answer to the ques 
Lion why he did not comply with the rulo 
to attach all •* spoilt '' forms t 
the stubs, McCain said he had mad 
some mistakes and had destroyed the 
warrants without thinking that it was of 
any importance. Tho warrants were num- 
bered 8698 and SG99, but it subsequently 
transpired that the numbers were changed 
to GGOS and GG99. The city controller and 
president of the council aver that their sig- 
natures must hare been forged, and it is 
possible that tho same may have been done 
so far as the mayor's signature is concerned. 
It ia further alleged that McCain ob- 
tained orders from some of the city 
employes to draw their salaries, and that 
tho money bus not been forthcoming. . 

Both men moved in good circles of Tacoma 
society, and arc well advanced in Masonic 
orders. When arrested they gave tho 
name of Doaun and James, but by their 
acquaintances since, it is presumed that 
this was only a preliminary bluff for tho 
arresting officers. A telegram was received 
from tho Tacoma chief of police stating 
he would bo over on tho first boat 
for tho purpose of escorting the McCains 
back to Tucoma, in which duty it is not ex- 
pected the chief will havo any troublo, aa 
tho prisoners evinced no wish to contest tho 
position of affaire. 

VANCOUVER'S RETRENCHMENTS. 

The City Council Reduces the Salaries of 
the Municipal Staff by Five 
Thousand Dollars. 

Vancouver, Fob. 19. — (Spooial) — The 
Council to night by resolution made tho fol- 
lowing cuts in civic salaries : City En- 
gineer Tracy from §2,700 to §2,200 por 
annum; City Clerk McGuigan from §125 to 
§100 per month ; Accountant Tatlow from 
§125 to §100 per month ; Poll Tax Colloctor 
Sutherland from §75 to §00 por month ; 
roadmen from §2.50 to §2 a day ; 
Jailor MoLeod from §80 to §70 per 
month to perform the work of lieonse in- 
spector without salary and to board him- 
self ; Health Inspector from §85 to §75 ; 
Chief Carlisle, §100 to §90; Second Engin- 
eer of the Firo Department Cameron, §80 to 
§75; Engineer Cooper from §70 to §G5 
Tho Mayor's salary will bo reduced from 
§2,000 to §1,200 by by-law. Tho cut 
amounts to about §5,000 a year. 



" FKOM NATUEAL CAUSES," 



Conclusion of the Inquest aud Verdict 
in tlie Plumper Pass 
Case. 

Remarks of the Coroner, in Which He 
Passes Criticism and Severe 
CeiiBiires. 



The coroner's inquiry into the death of 
Elizibeth Roberts, of Plumper PasB, was 
continued and concluded yesterday beforo 
Dr. Walkem, diatriot coroner, the verdict 
returned being "death from natural causes." 
Tho only new evidence presented at all ma- 
terial to the issuo was in tho roport of tho 
public analyst, Mr. Hcrbort Carmichael. 
This stated that only two symptoms of poi- 
son were found on first examination of tho 
contents of tho viscera, the condition of tho 
livor suggesting phosphorous poisoning and 
tho color of tho Bkin indicating a possible 
presence of arsenical drugs. An examina- 
tion was first made for traces of either of 
these two poiBons, but unsuccessfully ; 
then all othor poisons wero carefully looked 
for but none found. Alcoholic poisoning 
would ptoduco the effects met with in tho 
post mot tern. 

Dr. George H. Duncan, City health offi- 
cer, testified that from tho evidence as to 
tho habits of the deceased and tho condition 
of tho bod} - disclosed by the post mortem, 
he would ascribe alcoholic poisoning aa the 
probable causo of death. " I was much sur- 
prised," continued Dr. Duncan, "at tho 
statements mado by Dr. Morrison and Mr. 
Thomas Story in the' witness box. Tho 
stttement that I gave certificates of death 
upon casual view of tho bodies, nnd in those 
certificates assigned the cause of death, is 
totally incorrect. Tho certificates that I 
havo given ttl'ected tho Chineso only, and 
wero Bimply to prevent tho Chinese burying 
their smallpox dead. These certificates 
stated only that the deceased had not died 
of any contagious or infectious dis- 
ease. A great many of these certificates 
were simply orders on the City Clerk to 
grant a burial permit to the undertaker 
mploycd. By this syBtem I succeeded in 
preventing Chinese from burying follow 
countrymen who had died of smallpox. No 
cause of death waa given, and I am sur- 
prised that Dr. Morrison should have ao far 
forgotten himBelf aa to issuo a certificate 
stating the causo of death where he could 
not possess information on the subject. 

The Coroner : Did he forget himself ? I 
don't think he did. 

Dr. Duncan : I should hate to think that 
any medical practitioner would wilfully 
issuo Buch a certificate. Mr. Story must 
have known that it waa neither right nor 
pro por. 

To a Juror: In such a caso a medical 
practitioner being applied to for u certificate 
should have sent tho applicant to tho 
coron?r. An inqucat alone could effectually 
uutei tirin»i tho cause of death. 

To Supt. Hussoy : By looking at tho face 
or tho entiro body no one could intelli- 
gently give euch a certificate. Even in cer- 
tain forms oi smallpox the causo of death 
could not be ussigned from tho appearanoo 
of the face. 

The Coroner, in explaining to the jury 
that the ovidenco waB now closed, remarked 
that the facts in connection with the initia- 
tion of the inquest wero not facts in reality, 
but a little malicious gossip in the vicinity 
in which tho deceased had lived. It was a 
serious thing for a man in Mr. Collinson'a 
position to bo brought down aa ho 
had been to an inquest in connection with 
tho death of a woman in his household. 
Then statements had been freely mado on 
tho outside, and wired to tho papers across 
the Sound, placing him in a most unpleasant, 
and it now appeared, ill-descrved position. 
It was unfortunate that the constable at 
Plumper Pass had been made use of without 
his knowledgo to promote the malicious 
ends of neighbors unlriendly to Mr. Collin- 
aon. Mr. Kobsou and his wife wero to blamo 
a good deal in this matter. If, aa thoy al- 
loged, they had suspected something wrong, 
and were anxious for an investigation, why 
did they not come forward and take the ini- 
tiative '' Instead of thia they had made a 
tool of tho constablo, leading him to 
boliovc that they would substantiate 
certain serious charges against Col- 
linson, and then going back on their 
stories altogether. Not that Mr. Collinson 
had been altogether blameless. He should 
rejoice that the investigation had been held; 
if he had taken proper precautions and ob- 
tained u doctor when bo saw how seriously 
ill Mrs. Roberts was, it would havo obvi- 
ated tho possibility of any trouble in tho 
caso. Really thero waa nothing Bpeciul in 
MrB. Robertu' death. The woman had sim- 
ply been, in plain words, " a common 
drunk," and she had come to hor death from j 
tho continued use, or abuso,of alcohol — that 
and nothing more. 

The jury then retired and, after a short 
deliberation, returned the simplo verdict of 
"death from natural causes," bdng then 
dismissed. 



WILLIAM AND BISMARCK. 

The Kaiser Returns Bismarck's Visit— Warm 
Congratulations on all sides. 

Berlin, Feb. 19. — Emperor William to- 
day returned tho visit which Priuco Bis- 
marckmade to Hie Majesty at Berlin. He 
waa accompanied by a suite of five officers, 
and proceeded to tho Lohrte Railway sta- 
tion, whero the Imperial train was in wait- 
ing to convey the party to Friedrichsruho. 
On tho way to tho station tho people 
who know tho Emperor's destination, 
cheered him heartily. At Friedrichsruho 
extonaivo preparations had been mado to 
welcome tho Emperor. The members of 
several veteran societies had voliistsi.^rLid 
thoir|servicos as guardsof honor and to guard 
the approachea to tho Btation. Special 
trains will run from Hamburg, and 
othor places to accommodate the crowds 
that desired to bo present at Friedriohsruho 
when the Emperor arrived. By the time 
tho Imperial train had started from Ber- 
lin, thousands of persons were in the 
vicinity of the Friedrioharuhe station 
all congratulating themselves and tho coun- 
try upon the reconciliation between the 
Emporor and tho old ex-Chancellor. The 
crowd wa? not allowed to approach too closo 
to the station, the guards keeping a wide 
space open around it. 

Princo Bismarck, Dr. Schweninger and 
Dr. Chrysander awaited at tho station the 
coining of tho Emperor. When tho Imperial 
train Btopped, His Maj'rty, who was attired 
in naval uniform, Bprang from the platform, 
and Prince Bismarck, taking the hand cf 
the Emperor, which was extondod to 
him, bowed and kissed it. The party 
immediately proceeded to the Prince's resi- 
dence, whero Princess Bismarck, who was 
in the main hall, warmly welcomed His 
Majesty. Neither Count Herbert nor Count 
William Bismarck was present. The Em- 
peror William was in high spirits when ho 
arrived. 



THE "NICTHEROY." 

She Is Fired Upon While Leaving IMo-U. S. 
.Minister Thompson's Peculiar Course 
of Conduct. 

(Copyrlnht 1801. by the United PreBB.) 
Rio Janeiro, Feb. 19.— Tho cruiser Nic- 
theroy left this harbor at on early hour, 
lust night. Aa sho passed out she ox- 
changed signals with Forts Santa Cruz Bnd 
San Joao at the entrance of tho bay. Bo- 
fore she reached the forts Bho was compelled 
to pass Fort Villegagnon, which ia held by 
tho insurgents. The gunnera at this fort 
fired two shots at tho cruisor; but their aim 
was bad and thoy did not succeed in hitting 
her. Tho Nictheroy had on board .100 
regular troops. It ia supposed that her 
destination is Santos. Strong hopes are 
entertained of an early and decisive action 
botween the government forces and the in- 
surgents. 

Tho course of Hon. Thos. L. Thomson, 
American minister, ia still tho subject of 
adverse comment in some charters. It is 
churgul by Bomo Americans and othors hero 
that ho is taking to himself tho credit for 
tho protection of the American merchant- 
men given by Rear Admiral Benham. It ia 
still the Bubject of comment that Mr. 
Thomson live3 at Potropolis, the summer 
resort twenty-eight milea north of Rio 
Janeiro, while the British and other minis- 
ters continue to reside in tho city. His resi- 
dence In Potropolis, however, i3 easily ex- 
plainable on tho theory that he does not 
want to run tho rink of contracting yellow 
fever, which ia epidemic in Rio Janeiro, and 
Potropolis ia always free of thia scourgo 
There is some uncertainty arising from his 
residence there, American intereats in thiB 
city being left in the hands of a young man 
in the ollico of tho Consul-General.

CANADIAN NEWS. 



DANGEROUS PERSONS. 

British Executive Not Possessed of the Same 
Powers of Expulsion aa Some Euro- 
pean Nations. 

London, Feb. 19,-In the House of Com- 
mons to-day Right Hon. Hetbert Aequith, 
Homo Secretary.replying to questions on tho 
subject of tho anarchists, said that in most 
European nations tho Executive possessed 
powers to expel dangorous persona that wero 
not given under tho constitution of Eng- 
land. Through tho exorcise of thiB power 
on the part of tho oxecutiveB referred to ob- 
jectionable characters frequently came to 
England without notice being given to tho 
British government by tho authorities of 
tho country from which theso characters 
had been expelled, Tho Government, ho 
added, was not of tho opinion that any 
necessity had arisen to chango tho law of 
Great Britain, which was sufficient for hor 
own protection and for tho duo perform- 
ance of hor international duties. Tho Gov- 
ernment, Mr. Aequith further said, was 
anxious to co oporato in any practical 
moaaureB dealing with tho anarchiatB, aud 
similar enomioa of society. Similar ell'orts 
may moBt fruitfully bo taken, not through 
tho extension of the powor of expulsion, but 
by » oonstant Interchange of information 
and by protective aotion botween tho Gov- 
ernment and tho polico authorities of tho 
different nations. Mr. Acquith'a remarks 
wero grooted with cheora. 



HONDURANS DEFEATED. 

Nlcataguan Troops Vanquish and Drive Their 
Assailants Into the In- 
terior. 

New York, Feb. 19.— Tho steamship 
Miranda arrived here to-day from Blue 
Fields, Groytown, and other Contral 
American ports, and brings further war- 
like news front Nicaragua. Mr. James 
Rankine, ugent of tho Mirundo, a passenger 
on the vessel, Bpoke of tho events down 
thero. He Baid several battleB rocently 
occurred between tho troops of Honduras 
and Nicaragua. Two days beforo tho steamer 
loft Greytown, Mr. Rinkino heard 
of a battle that took place at 
Cupo Giers, on tho river Wouko, which 
divides tho two countries. He did not 
know tho number of troops engaged, but 
the battlo waB said to bo a hot one for a 
Central American fight. " Only four were 
killed," ho said, "but one of tho killed 
waa Lt. Strong, of Brooklyn, N.Y., who 
was fighting for Nicaragua." 

He was leading a company in a charge 
againat an ambushed body of Honduru8 
Boldiers when shot down. Mr. Rankino 
said thero were quite a number of Ameri- 
cans nmong the Nicaraguan troops, and 
they wero noted for thoir energy and daah. 
Tho Miranda carried 170 Nioaraguau 
soldiers from Groytown to Bluo Fiolds, 
tho capital of tho Muequito couutty. 
Tho soldiers carried by the Mirando wero 
under command of a colouol and sevoral 
captains. They wero mostly boys and wore 
poorly armed. In tho battlo tho Hondur- 
ans were defeated and driven into tho in- 
torior.

No Demand for Grey Coltou. 

MONTREAL, Feb. 19. — Owing to the ab- 
sence of orders for grey cottens, the Hoch- 
elaga mills of thia city havo closed down, 
throwing a large number of work people out 
of employment. The reason for the re- 
markable falling off in the demand tor groy 
cottons is booause the farming community, 
which used it exclusively, ia now using a 
white cotton inBtead, and hence there ia an 
increased demand for the latter and a com- 
parative neglect of tho former. Tho conse- 
quence is that while thero is not sufficient 
call for grey goods to keep Hochelaga fac- 
tory going, mills running on white goods 
are very busy. 

Keller Mills Burned Down. 

Ddnnvili.e, Feb. 19. — The roller mills 
hero, owned by Alvin Drake, were burned 
last night. Loss, §15,000. 

Biiinorccl Bnoillinp;. 

MONTREAL, Feb. 19.— La Patrie saya that 
seriouB charges of boodling against one of 
tho Ottawa miniatera have been submitted to 
the Governor-General, and that the latter 
has demanded an explanation from the Gov- 
ernment. 

Protestant Protective AsKoclallou. 

Toronto, Feb. 19.— Archbishop Walsh, 
of thia diocese, in a discourse delivered in 
St. Basil's church yesterday, said that the 
Catholic church which had conquered em- 
pires by her endurance and her patience 
could easily conquer the Hell-born society 
(meaning tho Froteatant Protective Asso- 
ciation) which seeks to interfere with the 
rights of Catholic oitizena. 

Connolly anil McGreovy, 

Ottawa, Feb. 19.— It is learned that the 
Dominion cabinet will take up next week 
tho potitiona sent to the Governor-General 
in favor of the release of Connolly and 
Thomas McGreevy, now serving a year'a 
imprisonment for conspiracy to defraud the 
Government. The Premier, it is said, is 
preparing a report to the Governor in coun- 
cil on the matter, which will recommend 
pardon on the grounds that both men have 
already Buffered sufficiently to satisfy jus- 
tice. Before a week is over the likelihood 
is that Connolly and McGreevy will be free 
men. 

Valuable Trotters Burned. 

Ottawa, Feb. 19.— Tho Btables of Robert 
Stewart wore destroyed by fire this morn- 
ing. Among the valuable trotting horses 
burned wero Ansoniu, Redmond, Edmond, 
Grimonia, Remona, Ansouilla, Lucy, Onion 
and a two-year-old by Ansonia— Factory 
Girl, the property of Fred and William 
Moore. Total loss, §30,000. 

Onrsmnn Ilaulnn. 

Toronto, Feb. 19. — Hanlan, the oarsman, 
has reconsidered his determination to retire 
and will participate in the AuBtin, Tex., 
regatta, rowing in doubles with Gaudnur 
and possibly starting also in the singlos.

CHANBKOOK AND IT 3 PliOPKIETOR 
VINDICATED. 

(From tho Vancouver World.) 
Last week a vory bitter and vindictive 
attack was made upon the Hon. Col. Baker, 
Provincial Secretary, Minister of Education 
and Minister of Mines, in the Houso of As- 
sembly, the principal in the affair baing tho 
Hon. Robert Beaven. Hitherto that gen- 
tleman has not deigned to stoop to what 
may very properly bo termed dirty political 
or shady party work, and those who kuow 
him are more than surprised that ho should 
have allowed himself to bo made thee it's- 
paw of others less cunning and crafty 
than he is generally credited with being. 
If it- is true, as ia reported, that lots 
were cast by tho Opposition and that it 
foil to Mr. Beaven to formulate the attack, 
party exigencies will bo made by him tho 
Etalking horse upon which ho expects to oc- 
cupy a saddle for tlio unenviable part ho 
played in the scandalous uffair. It is a rare 
occurrence in public life whero a leader en- 
deavors—as Mr. Beaven undoubtedly did — 
to take advantage of an opponent, who, in 
the conduct of his business, is known to be 
an honest, upright gentleman, as Hon. Col. 
Raker on all sides is udmittod to bo, to en- 
deavor to show him up as an unenviablo 
individual, and were it not that tho gallaut 
Colonel's churacter and roputation aro estab- 
lished and well known, tho uncon- 
tradicted reports sont out by tho 
Opposition press would assuredly bo 
productive of much harm, financially, to 
that gentleman, and that such was tho ob- 
ject of the attack by thoso taking part in it 
does not admit of any manner of doubt, In- 
Btead, howover, of falling heavily upon his 
head, tho missile rebounded with double 
vengeance upon those who thought they had 
unearthed a maro's nest that would result 
in thoir getting control of British Colum- 
bia's strong cash box. But in this, as tho 
sequence will demonstrate, they woro wo- 
fully mistaken. Of a few in the Opposition, 
Mr." Kitchen for instance, anything might 
bo expected, but from tho leader of that 
party totally different tilings were antici- 
mted. 

Desiring to got at tho bottom of tho 
whole matter, tho World haH takou the 
troublo to glean many faots connected with 
the Cranbrook ostato. A gentleman who is 
well-known in tho vicinity of Fort Steolo, 
on tho coast, and in fact throughout tho 
whole Province, and who is in a position to 
vouch for tho corrootnesa of his statements, 
aays that tho survey of Col. Bakor's estate 
was made by Mr. Cummins in 1880, boforo 
he was a Government employe, and four 
years prior to Col. Bakor becoming a Min- 
ister of tho Crown, or a member of the Cubi- 
not. It was quito the proper thing then 
for Mr. Cummina to prepare a report of 
his work from tho field notes he had 



taken. No one else waa fomiliar with 
tho eatate, and no valid objection oan be 
raised agaiuat cither Col. Baker or Mr. Cum- 
mins in this oonncctton. Part of tho domain 
waa purchased by Col. Baker in 1880, when 
ho gave §21,000 for 040 aores, with about 50 
head of cattlo and the Bame number of horsea, 
farm buildings, etc Since that period tho 
value of the property has increased anor- 
mou aly becauso of its being at the entrance 
of the pass loading to Kootenay laka across 
tho Solkirks, boing likewise tho only pass 
availablo for a railroad from that point to 
Rogers' Pass, where the C. P. R. now runB. 
Tho distanco from Fort Steele ia about 200 
milca; and the further fact that C. P. R. en- 
gineers havo located tho Crow'a Nost Paas 
lino right through tho Cranbrook catato 
adda to its value and importance. An Eng- 
lish gontloman of means paid Cranbrook a 
visit a short timo siuco, and after romuining 
aomo ten d rys, making a porsonal explora- 
tion of tho placo and its vicinity, was so 
well pleased with what ho saw that ho made 
Col. Baker an offer of 5100,000 cash for his 
property, but it was declined with thanks. 

As illustrating the valuo of similar lands 
to those of Col. Baker in that section of tho 
province, a ranch containing 100 acres and 
50 hoad of cattle changed ownership aomo 
six years sinca for §3,000, aud eight yoars

Parker, Messrs. R. L. T. 3albraith, Har- 
mony & Brother, Clark, Fenwick & Brother, 
Humphrey, Norbury, McVittie, Phillips, 
Baker, Edwards, Kelly, Mather, Moore, 
Goodrich, Hanson, Johnston, Dewar, 
Funk, Kricks, Boyle, Don-oil, Soveth, Hill, 
Hod', Carliu and others. Wild Horso crock 
settlement, only Bix miles away, has oxten- 
aivc hydraulic mining works in progress and 
likewise valuable quartz mines, which aro 
being opened, This ia essentially a valuable 
mineral district, ond in tho neighborhood of 
tho Cranbrook estate thero are u largo num- 
ber of prospectors, aud constantly increas- 
ing.

We, liko thousands of others through- 
out the Province, failed to obeervo how tho 
hou. gentleman erred in allowing his brokers, 
who endeavored to float tho scheme by or- 
ganizing a syndicato in London to purchase 
the estate, to mention the fact that he, as 
the owner, was a member of tho Govern- 
ment ot British Columbia. Tho namo of Sir 
Joseph Trutch, a gentleman well known in

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BANDITS SURRENDER. 



Chris Evan?, the Staffo Robber, ami 
His Comrade Morrell, Made 
Prisoners. 



Utterly Fagged Out Tiiey Made Up 
Their Minds to Give Them- 
selves Up 

Visama, Feb. 19.— The outlaws ChriB. 
Evans aud Morrell havo surrendered to tho 
sheriff. They were surrounded in Evans' 
house, the officers having been there since 
daylight. At 9:15 a.m. a messenger was 
sent to the houeo with a note from the 
sheriff advising them to surronder, in order 
to save life, na thoir capture was certain. 
About 10 o'clock, after tho efneors had 
waited an hour for the reappearance of 
Beason, who went into tho cabin with a 
fhg of truce, ono of Evans' little boys came 
out of tho front door with a noto for Sheriff 
Kay. It read aB follows : " Sheriff Kay : — 
Come to the houso without guns and you 
will not bo harmed. I want to talk with 
you. Chris Evans." The excitement in- 
creased, and tho crowd surgod uround the 
officers as Kay sat down by tho road-side 
and wrote an answer. Tho littlo boy ran 
back to tho houso with it. A few minutes 
after another nolo was brought by the boy. 
It read uB follows : 

" Sheriff Kay — Dear sir. Send the crowd 
away and bring Will Hill along with you 
to the gate und wo will talk. I will not 
harm jou. You are the sheriff of this 
county and I am willing to make torms with 
you, but with no one else. 1 will step out 
on the porch when you come to the porch. 
(Signed) Chris Evans." 

The bandits were evidently more afraid 
of the crowd than of the officers. They 
feared lynching, but no violence of any kind 
was even hinted r.t. Not many minutes 
later, und just at 10 .'!0 o'clock, Sheriff Kay 
und UDder-Sheriff Hall walked up to 
Evans' front gate, leaving their Winchesters 
behind. Evans alono stepped out with 
Morel], 

Evans spoke quite pleasantly to them, and 
invited them in, Chris, was bareheaded, 
but Morrell had on a cowboy hat. Kay at 
once walked up to the porch and shook 
hands with E^ans, who looked across the 
Btreet and noticed some of his old. friends, 
Marshal Gard :>mong them, and laughingly 
called out, " What ure you doing out there 
boys with you guns? Come in." 

Evans was tho coolest man in the crowd. 
Not a nerve twitched, not a quiver of his 
voice could be noticed. They were searched. 
Evans kissed his littlo boys good-byo and 
told them to come to tho jiil and see him. 
A dense crowd had gathered at the front 
gate by this time, and the officers had diffi- 
culty in making their way to tho delivery 
wagon which was passing. They were put 
aboard it aud safely lodged in jiil. 

In an interview wich the agent of the 
United Press, Evans says thoy arrived last 
night utterly fugged out, having been on 
the move almost continuously and exposed 
to Btormy weather. Ho iB very reticent as 
to their location since tho diacovery of their 
camp near Camp Badger, and their uncere- 
monious exit from it. He says that during 
last night he several times thought he heard 
parties creeping among tho weeds around 
his house ; but they were only a few, and 
he did not care niuoh. However, at day- 
break this morning ho saw he wab com- 
pletely surrounded, and tho country was 
alive with deputy sheriffs. He then con- 
cluded that it was impossible to escape. 
He says' that during tho last few weeks ho 
could have killod several deputies, but somo 
hail been old friends, and he did not liko to 
kill them so long as ho could avoid it. He 
laughs and chuts with visitors, and Beema 
the least concerned of any one. 

Beason, who was held as a hostage, is an 
old iriend of Evans. He says that when he 
rapped at the door of tho cabin Evans ap- 
peared with a gun in his hands, und, after 
he had ascertained what lie wunted, 
jerked him into tho cabin and immedi- 
ately slummed and locked tho door. Ho then 
had Beason tell him tho exact situation on 
the outside, and a6ked his advice. Beason 
told him the whole country was aroused ; 
that hundreds of men, armed with rifles, 
shotguns and re vol vers were concealed behind 
every fence, outbuilding and point of vantage, 
and it was impossible for them to escape, as 
the officers were only waiting for the women 
and children to be removed to moko a de- 
termined attack on tho hou80. Finally, 
EvanB concluded it would be impossiblo to 
escape and, making virtue of necessity, sur- 
rendered. Ho looks very thin and 
pale, as though ho had passed through a 
severo r-pell of sickness. There is great re- 
joicing here at the capture, as many per- 
sons had reason to fear his vengeance for 
giving information to tho officers, and there 
was a general belief that some valuable 
lives would be lost before he could ho cap- 
tured. Ho is now safely lodged in the 
cmntj j -il, and it is n ifo to Bay will not bo 
given uny opportunity to escape. 



STOCKS IN NEW YOltK. 

Market Again Qalct— Sterling Exchange Ad- 
vances and Has a Tendency to Stiffen 
the List. 

New York, Feb. 19— The Wall Streot 
markets were quiet again to-day. Aa UBual 
of late the industrials monopolize! whatever 
littlo speculative interest there was. This 
was clearly seen when it was stated that the 
total transactions at the board footed up 
153,915 sharea, and of this .small amount 
American Sugar figured for 58,000 ; Whis- 
key for 28,000, and Chicago Oas for 20,000 
shares. Burlington & QuTnoey, which was 
the most activo railway stock on the lists, 
was traded in only to tho extent of 7. GOO 
shares. Tho comparative activity in indus- 
trial stocks was due to mlvicoB from Well- 
ington that the Senato Bub-committeo on 
tinauco would report in favor of tho House 
sugar Bohedulo. At the same time firms 
with Washington connections wcro heavy 
sellers of sugar stock, under which the 
prices receded 13J to 7~>j, whilo tho pre- 
ferred fell 1 1.1 to 81J. Whiskey had a sym- 
pathetic decline if 11 H to 20_t . Chicago Gas 
woo forced down 'fr Jm Q3J to 62| und U.S. 
Rubber preferred from 83 to 82. Ch : - 
cago Gas was weakened uIbo by re- 
j t orts about tho passing of tho Bpring 
dividend. Later on tho stock developed 
a little more strength. Tho railway list 
Wis neglected, and tho changes, except in 
one instance, were merely fractional. Mis- 
souri Pacific sold dowu7J to 2f>i; Louisville 
it Nashville, I to -IS?; Burlington Quincy, 
£ to 75; and Bock Island, ij to G5J In 
tho oaso of Burlington sales wcro mado seller 
OOij per cent, bolow the price in tho regular 
way. Near the cIobo sugar rallied rapidly 
to /8J, and this had a tendency to stilll j tho 
whoio list. The rise in storting: oxohango 
had litMo effect, although it waa conceded 
that if tht; strongth contiuued tho shipments 
oi gold uro lively, in the near luturo, to be 
the cause of a scaroity of bills.

INCREASED GOLD PRODUCTION. 

(3an Francisco Call ) 
Treasury statistics indicate that the gold 
product of tho United States for 1893 will 
roach $.'(7,000,000, and that of the world 
probably §150,000,000. That is the largest 
output for the United States since 1S78, 
when, according to Valentine, it was 
§37,576,030. Should tho figures prove ap- 
proximately correct for tho world they will 
oxcood the record of any previous year, with 
tho possiblo excoption of 1S53. The Mint 
Report, Burchard, 1SS0, mukes tho pro- 
doc; for that year $155,500,000. Sir 
Hector Hay of tho British Commission, 
on " Recent Changes in the Relative Values 
o* Proaious Metals" of 1SS7, makeB it 
an even $155,000,000 Apparently he and 
Director of tho Mint Burchard went to the 
same original eourcoB of information. Dr 
Adolph Sootbeer does not give tho figures 
for that year, but for the five preceding 
years, 1853 included, puts them atanuunui.1 
average of $132,500,000. Previous to 1887 
the world's anuual product for many years 
avoraged in t he neighborhood of $ 1 00,000,000. 
Since then it has steadily gained. In 1893 
it waa estimated at $130,817,000. The 
South African mines are largely responsible 
for this increase. Sanguine obsoivera say 
that wo are only on the threshold of gold 
development in tho Dark Contiuen*-. Pros- 
pecting has just begun in the gold- 
bearing mountains of Eastern Siberia 
and tho Chinese Empire. From 
various parts of the United States weBt of 
tho Rocky Mountains come frequent re- 
portB of new discoveries. An increase of 
$4,000,000 in our output over last year indi- 
cates enlarged activity. From Moxico and 
Central and South America alBO come re- 
ports of fresh discoveries and the develop- 
ment of previously known deposits. Per- 
haps the ostimate of $150,000,000 for 1S93 
may bn excessive, but undoubtedly produc- 
tion is substantially increasing. It ia worth 
no, ing that tho guin in tho estimated pro- 
duction of gold in 1893, as compared with 
1887, if greater than tho world's average 
annual production of silver prior to 1870. 



CABINET UNANIMOUS. 

Determined to Mend or' EutJ the Upper 
House. 

New York, Feb. IS.— The World's Lou- 
don correspondent cables : I havo the 
highest Liberal authority for contradicting 
the report sent to America that the dissolu- 
tion of Parliament is probable within thirty 
days. I am assured that the Ministry ia 
entirely harmonious ; that Mr. Gladstone 
comes back with renewed vigor and a deter- 
mination to carry through his great meas- 
ures of reform, and that tho recent action 
of tho House of Lords has injected a new 
featuro into the purposes of the Liberal 
party, perhaps tho most important in its 
history — tho " mending or ending" of the 
Upper Houbo. Mr. Gladstone will not dis- 
solve Parliament until that issue is mudo 
perfectly clear before every voter in Great 
Britain.

A LITTLE TOO VENTURESOME. 

In its article on "Tho Redistribution" tho 
Times, on Saturday, said : " We quite 
confidently venture the assertion that tho 
redistribution provided for in this bill could 
have been as well made two years ago »s 
now. There ie nothing to show that tho 
Government's census inquiry has been of 
any help to it." This, like many of the con 
fident assertions which our contemporary 
ventures, ia wanting in both common sense 
and probability. If tho Government had 
undertaken to distribute the representation 
before the results of tho census wero known, 
no matter how fairly the work waa dono.thoro 
would have been complaints of injustice 
from many quarters, and no doubt the 
Times would be among tho first to proteBt, 
and its complaint would be loudest and 
would be continued tho longest. It would 
condemn the Government for having under- 
taken so important a woik without sufficient 
authentic information. It would ridiculo a 
redistribution made by the rulo of thumb, 
and it would be sure confidently to assert 
that if the Government had waited until 
they had obtained reliable data they would 
have arrived at very different conclusions. 

If the Government had accepted tho cen- 
sus returns and the supplementary informa- 
tion given by the Department of Agriculture 
as accurate, and based tho redistribution on tho 
assumption that the voting population of the 
Inland is greater than that of the Mainland, 
it would have committed a grievous error, 
and the Times would havecondemned them for 
their credulity and their simplicity in taking 
us correct figures which were palpably erron 
cous. If, on I he other hand, in tho face 
of those figures, they had given tho pre 
ponderance of representation to the Main- 
land, there would havo been many ou tho 
island who would have considered that they 
had been unjustly treated, who would have 
accused tho Government of precipitancy as 
well as of unfairness. The Timefl would, no 
doubt, have given all tho aid and comfort it 
uould to these justly indignant Islandere, and 
would have shown clearly that they had 
good grounds for their complaints. They 
might say, and in all probability 
would say, that tho Government had 
promised, as far as was practicable, to 
apportion the representation according to 
the census ; but they had in redistributing 
the seats in tho Legislative Assembly flown 
in tho face of tho census, and distributed 
the seats in strict opposition to tho promises 
they had made and tho principles by which 
they professed to bo guided. Our contem- 
porary's magazine would then bo choke-full 
of ammunition, and there is no doubt but it 
would mako what it considered the very 
best uso of it. By taking the course iudi- 
cated by tho Times I ho Government would 
have acted most unwisely, would havo given 
cause for serious disoontont, and would 
havo played into tho hands of its opponents. 

By waiting until enquiry hud boon mado 
as to tho accuracy of tho census the Gov- 
ernment, while they havo put no part of the 
Province to oven an inconvenience, have 
been able to do full justice to overy section 
of it, and to frame a redistribution bill with 
which oven their bitterest opponents cannot 
reasonably find fault, 



FA VO It A BLE TES TIMON Y. 

Tho NowB-Advortisor has nothing to say 
against the Redistribution bill, and it 
takes two articles in which to say it. ThoBO 
articloa aro tho strongest testimony in favor 
of tho Government's measuro that could bo 
adduced. If there is a weak point in tho 
bill or if it does injustice to any section of 
tho Province, the Advertiser would be quick 
to discover it, and would loso no tinio in 
pointing it out. As it has failed to show 
that tho bill is faulty in any particular, its 
weak criticisms may be regarded as disguis- 
ed commendation. ThomostthatourVancou. 
ver contemporary does, ond the worst that 
it does , is to hint that there is aomothing wrong 
with tho clauses dealing with the voters' 
lists. As it does not condescend to go into 



particulars it is impossible to tell what it 
finds fault with. When thoBo olausea are 
closely examined it will be found that their 
object is to give every voter in tho cities 
and diatriots an opportunity to get his name 
on a voting list before cleotion day, and to 
prevent the names of those who have no 
votes, or who have no existence, being allow- 
ed to remain on tho liBta. This, as we 
understand it, is the object of a revision of 
tho voters' lists, no matter under what law 
it is taken. Those who dosire to stuff tho 
lists with tho names of bogus voters may 
complain of tho systoni, but honest voters, 
uo matter to what party they belong, must 
sco that it is thoir best protection.

It ia not excusable to set 
a trap to kill even a houso-brcaker. The 
man who does ao is looked upon by the law 
as a murderer in intent, and must boar the 
full responsibility of Ibis act, if anyone la 
killed or hurt by tho contrivance. If Barr 
knew this somo timo ago, he would not to- 
day have tho blood of a fellow-creature on 
his head, ho would not have been triod for 
hia life, and he wou'd not bo eompolled to 
expiate a droadful orinvo in a felon'a cell. 
Barr's fate will be a warning to all who 
think that there are many circumstances in 
which a man is justified in taking the law 
into his own hands. 



AN EXTRAORDINARY ENTER- 
PRISE. 

Some two or throe years ugo there was 
talk of making an inland aea of tho Great 
Dosort of Sahara. It was said that the 
groator part of that dreary region is bolow 
tho lovol of tho sea, and all that wub requir- 
ed would be to cut a ditch connecting tho 
DoBort with the Mediterranean, and it 
would soon be completely covored, to a con- 
siderable depth, with salt water. Tho 
results of this enterprise wero pictured in 
glowing colors. A way would be opened up 
to tho interior of Africa, and tho climatic 
changes which such an immonso body of 
water, in tho heart of tho continent, would 
bring about would be most beneficial. But 
it was found, on examination, that instead of 
being below tho level of the sea tho Sahara 
is somo 1.C00 feot above thut point. So 
this proj et, which was confidently declared 
to be feasible, and of which such great things 
wero predicted, was knocked in the head 

But the French theorists did not abandon 
the hope of being ablo to reach Central 
Africa from the north without being com- 
pelled to take a long a wearisome, and 
often a dangerous, journey across the Great 
Doaort. They began to talk of constructing 
a railway across that arid region. The 
difficulties aro very great, but it is believed 
that, in theso days, Boionco can accomplish 
anything short of a miracle. There 
i> very littlo water in tho desert, and 
tho drifting sand would soon cover up a 
railway track. It was discovered almost by 
accident that water can ba had in the desert 
by boring for it, and that all that 
is required to mako tho desert blossom aB 
the rose is a plentiful and a constant supply 
of water. Wnon this dlscovory wub made 
it was proposed to mako a lino of oases 
across tho desert. Each oasis is to be a rail- 
way station, whoro the trains can got water 
and other necessaries. As for tho material 
to build with, that can be conveyed by tho 
road itselfasit is being constructed. How the 
sand difficulty ia to bo surmounted is not 
said. This to tho uninitiated appears to bo 
Insurmountable. But there is no Buch word 
in tho Nineteenth Century engineer's dic- 
tionary ua " impossible." So tho French en- 
gineers do not Buffer themselvea to bo dis- 
couraged by tho fact that the sand drifts 
and often buries whole caravans, so that not 
a trace of them is found perhaps for years, 
The lino is to be some fifteen hundred miles 
long. At its Bouthern end it ia to be forked, 
ono branch ending at Timbuctoo and tho 
terminus of Ihe other iB to bo Lake Tchad. 

Tho Britit-h have also their railway pro- 
joct to enable them easily to roach Uganda 
and other regions of the interior from the 
east coast. This enterprise is a much more 
modest one than the projected road across 
tho Great Desert. Very little of tho road 
to Uganda is actual desert, though water ia 
Bcarco at certain Beasous on part of it, and 
the region ia infested by un insect whoso 
bite is fatal to all beasta of burden. It ia 
proposed to build a road ucross this diffi- 
cult region. It haa, in fact, been already 
surveyed, and it is hoped in time 
to continue it to Lako Nyanzi. It ia said 
that tho occupation and the colonization of 
Uganda depend upon the construction of 
this railroad, for it ia hardly to be expected 
that much can bo made of a country, oven 
by so enterprising a people us tho British, 
which it takeB threo months to reach. No 
conveyance can bo used on this route. The 
greater part of tho journey must be mado on 
foot, and all burdens muBt be carried on the 
backs of men. The great probability ia that 
the British road will bo built and in opera- 
tion long before tho French have begun to 
construct their lino from Algeria to Tim- 
buctoo. 



A JUST VERDICT. 

A man living near Whatcom loaving his 
house for a timo attached a loaded gun to 
tho door in such a way that any ono open- 
ing it would receive tho chargo in his body. 
Whilo ho was absent a man opened tho door 
and was mortally wounded by tho trap gun. 
The owner of the houso, Newell S. Barr, 
evidently thought that to guard his houso 
againBt burglars in this way was perfectly 
legitimate. It) does not seem to havo on- 
torod hia mind that his door might bo forced 
opon by a person who had no dishonest 
intention, or by ono whoso object it might 
bo to save him from loss. 

Ho waB surprised, but not alarmed, when 
ho waa arrested for murder. Ho evident- 
ly belioved that his trial would bo 
a moro form and that no jury 
would bo found to convict him for guarding 
hia own property. But he was soon undo- 
oeived. Ho found that tho trial was a sori- 
oub matter, and that his life waa in jeop- 
ardy. He, however, could not be brought 
to beliove that tho jury would convict him. 
But tho jury did convict him of murdor in 
the eecond degreo. 

The vordiet was a just ono. There are 
somo people who imagine that Hioy are war- 
ranted in proceeding to almost any extremity 
to preserve their property. Sava^o assaults 
aro sometimes committed to deter persons 
from perpetrating comparatively trivial of- 
fences, or to punish them for having commit- 
ted them. The law doea not countonanco 
any Buch proceeding. No ono ia justified in

" BREACHES OF PRIVILEGE." 

Tho Timos seems to havo somo rather 
misty notions as to what conatitutea a 
" broach of privilege" A " praotico " bo- 
gun and carried on by departmental officials 
for thoir own convenience and at thoir own 
whim has not and never can havo tho forco 
of law. Keeping back departmental reports 
appears to be one of theso practices. When 
Mr. Chutlton mado his motion, Sir John 
Macdonald asked for time to consider 
whether or not legislation was re- 
quired. After having looked up tho 
law bo eaid : " Looking at tho 
Act I do not think that there is (any 
necessity for legislation) and that tho reso- 
lutions can be adopted ua thoy aro. I 
would suggest, however, that tho word 
' rulo ' ba altered to ' practice ' in the 
first line. I do not think that thoio is any 
'rule.V When Sir ,lohn Macdonald, after 
consulting the law, came tu the conclusion 
that there wus no "rule," we may 
take it for granted that it was not 
necessary to keep tho Public Accounts 
and other official documents under 
lock and key until they wero luid on tho 
table of the Houso of Commons, and that 
tho Minister who used them before tho 
meeting of Parliament did not commit any 
breach of privilege. Mr. Charlton's reso- 
lution was In fact liko chips in porridge, 
neither good nor harm. Tho Times'Ottawa 
correspondent, to whom it refers as an 
authority, ovidently uppears to bo of this 
opinion, for ho Bays that during tho 
session of 18S9, two years after 
tho passage of Mr. Charlton's resolution, 
quoted by tho Times, the Government 
" agreed to adopt the new system aB advo- 
cated by Mr. White." So we seo that tho 
Timea and ita Ottawa correspondent do not 
agree as to tho time when tho new Bystom 
was adopted or tho person on whoso recom- 
mendation tho chango was made. The 
Timea and its Ottawa correspondent ought 
to Bottle this matter botween them before it 
undertakes to lay down the law for the 
guidance of British Columbians.

C. E. Renouf submitted tho following 
resolution passed at a mooting of the Agri- 
cultural association : 

Victoria, B. C, Feb. 19, 189-1. 
To His Worship the Mayor aud Board of 
Aldermeil, City of Victoria: 

GENTLEMEN : — I have the honor to trans- 
mit to you a copy of a resolution passed by 
the British Columbia Agricultural associa- 
tion, and to which I respectfully request 
your consideration : 

Whereas tho holding oi an agricultural 
and industrial exposition in tho city of Vic- 
toria is of great profit and benefit to the 
city, and to its business and agricultural 
community ; and whereas it is necessary, if 
Victoria is to hold tho position of tho com- 
mercial centre of this Province, that such 
exhibitions bo held annually ; and whereas 
the labor, management and large expense in 
holding tho said exhibitions havo reated 
and fullon upon tho shoulders of a fow of the 
Agricultural association, who find them- 
selves (from tho fact of dull times) con- 
fronted with obligations in connection with 
tho said exhibitions, which thoy consider 
unfair of tho citizens of Victoria to ask 
them to remain under ; and 

Whereas the Act under which tho Agri- 
cultural association is incorporated stipu- 
lates that all tho profits mado from exhibi- 
tions aro to be held for tho association, and 
that all mombors and directors aro debarred 
from participating in tho same, aud 

Whereas tho city of Victoria has already 
given to the Agricultural association tho 
sum of twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,- 
000), for which they hold no legal claim or 
security, und whereas tho directors of tho 
said Agricultural association will convey 
the whole of their property to tho corpora- 
tion of the city of Victoria upon tho pro- 
position coutainod in tho following resolu- 
tion, and 

Whereas tho memberaof tho Agricultural 
association aro willing, individually and 
collectively, to aid in tho success and ad- 
vancement of future exhibitions as much, if 
not more, than in tho past, belioving that 
in this modern age of commercial and indus- 
trial activity that the city cannot afford to 
stand still, 

Thereforo bo it resolved— That tho mayor 
and aldermen bo requested to place before 
tho ratepayers a by-law to raise tho sum of 
§'25,000 to piy off tho indebtedness of tho 
Agricultural association, conditionally upon 
tho association transferring all their proper- 
ty to tho City, and that tho City council 
shall, during the continuance of thia loan, 
or until the whole amount, including tho 
previous loan, viz , §50,000, anuuully elect 
fivo members to the board of directors ( f tho 
association until tho whole amount haa been 
paid, or upon such terms as tho council may 
deem advisable I havo the honor to re- 
main, gentlemen,

Ai.n. Keith Wilson said that as thero 
wero several legal questions contained in 
the communication which rendered it inad- 
visable to deal with it off hand, he would 
suggest that it be referred to tho next 
spwcial meeting of tho Council. 

W. S. Chambers wrote thanking tho 
board, on behalf of tho Pot Stock Associa- 
tion, for the use of tnu market during the 
late exhibition. 

R. P. Rithet wrote, enclosing £500, be- 
ing Captain Powers' subscription towards 
the building of au old people's home. On 
motion of Aid. Harris the amount waa re- 
ceived and a vote of thanks directed to be 
sent to Captain Powers for his munificont 
donation. Aid. Harris also suggested that 
the amount bo placed on special deposit till 
such timo ob Council wore in a position to 
bu>ld en old people's homo. 

E. Mohun wrote ivith roferenco to hia 
claim to tho sewerage planB, and suggesting 
that the matter of tho ownership of thoso 
plans bo referred to tho city solicitors., 

Ai.n. BAKER mado a motion in accordance 
with thia idea, which was carried. 

Hon. A. N. Richarda, Q.C., and eoveral 
others wroto petitioning tho improvement 
of St. Charles street, and stating that Mr. 
Iiarle would givo the requisite land if the 
ci'y would put it in proper condition, The 
matter was referred to tho Street committeo 
and Engineer for investigation and report. 

A McNaughton and sixty others wroto 
asking for tho construction of a sidewalk on 
Edmonton road, from Fornwood to Rich- 
mond. Referred to Street committee. 

Ai.d. Keith Wilson explained the mean- 
ing of his motion, published in Sunday 
morning's Colonist. As a matter of fact 
tho three debentures in question had bsou 
sold, or at least a purchaser had been secur- 
ed, and tho only objoot now was to validate 
tho salo of thoso debentures. 

Ald. Munn oskod for what purpose tho 
debentures had been Bold, and in reply 
the City Clerk road tho resolution. 

Tho motion was carried without discus- 
sion. 

Tho finance committeo reported recom- 
mending tho appropriation of §280.00 out of 
tho general revenuo for sundry purposeB. 

Tho aahool board mado a requisition for 
tho sum of §1773 out of tho educational 
fund. 

A recommendation was received from tho 
Homo committee on tho admission of J. H. 
Simpson to tho Homo, provided all tho re- 
quirements were fulfilled. 

Tho stroots and sowerogo committees also 
roported on a number of communications ro. 
forred to them for their investigation. Most 
of tho matters had been reforrod to tho city 
engineers for report. 

Ald. Harris spoko of a sorious abuse 
that is prevalent in tho comotery just now. 
It seems that certain mon aro uncustomed 
to look after tho graves ; tho competition 
had gono to the extent of desecrating the 
graves, salt even having boon sprinkled on 
tho plots so as to destroy tho flowers. He 
thoroforo thought that tho host thing to do 
waa for tho counoil to mako tho cemetery 
regulations bo atringont that such a practioo 
could not bo possible. Ha liop3d ths,t by- 
next week a now sot of rules would bo 
ready for tho conaidoration of tho council 

The Mayor— At prosont it ia really 
abominable Parties go out thero and find 
tho grovosof old frionda horribly doaooratod. 

Ald. Keith- Wilson alao apoko of tho 
abuses that aro being committod, and ox- 
plaiuod that a regular buainesa was being 



carried on in this counootion. For himself, he 
spoko feelingly, as he had had to do with it 
personally. 

The Mayor also spoke feelingly on the 
subject, for ho had found his plots outrage- 
ously treated. It wsb really disgusting that 
men could be found capable of auch prac- 
tices, The Counoil had full power to act in 
the nutter, and ho hoped such a sot of tules 
would be formed as would entirely prevent 
tho possibility of such abominations. 

Ald. Humthreys referred to the mattor 
of tho coroner holding inquests, when there 
is no necessity for doing bo, thuB putting 
tho city to a great deal of expense. Ho 
would instance tho caso of Mrs. Manson, 
who died recently. Sho had been attended 
by a very reapeotublo physician, Dr. 
Duncan, tho city health officer. Ho was 
willing to givo a certificate of death, but 
tho ooronor peremptorily refused to allow it, 
and ordered an inquest. 

The MAYOR said that tho Council to be 
ablo to take any action, must have some 
facta laid before them. 

Ald. Humphreys said they could easily 
havo the facts, and repeatod tho statement 
as to tho death of Mre, Mauson, He did 
not think a ductor should bo tho coroner ; 
tho ollico should be held by a man who 
know somo law, tho police magistrate, for 
instance 

The Mayor— You mean the coroner 
should thon call in a doctor. 

Ald. Humphreys said the coroner had to 
do this now if ho wautod any evidence. 

Ald. Harris did not agree with this. 
The question was a very important ono. 
If tho coroner is not satisfied with tho doath 
of any poraon, it is quite within hia duty to 
order an inquest. So far as tho speaker 
knew, he did not seo that tho coroner had 
• xceeded his duty. 

Ald Humphreys thought there could not 
be any better ovidonco than that of Dr. 
Duncan ; if tho city health ollicer cannot 
givo a certificate of death, ho ia not quali- 
fied to hold hia position. Ho also referred 
to what ho considered an unnecessary in- 
qucst into the death of a child killed by tho 
street car, when thero wero plenty of people 
present who woro quite satisfied that the 
inattt-r was an accident. 

Ald. HARRIS pointed out that such a 
proceeding was perfectly correct, as that 
accident might havo occurred through the 
negligence of someone. 

Ald Munn said it waa tho duty of the 
coroner and coroner's jury to find whothor 
deceased had come to his death through 
natural or unnatural causes, and then the 
other court dealt with tho matter. Ho 
knew this question was tho subject of a good 
deal of discussion just now. It was, he con- 
aidercd, acarcoly right that tho coroner 
ahould ho the ono to initiate an inquiry, 
and on thia point Mr. Dowler, at the nqueBt 
of Aid. Humphroy3, read from Jorvia on 
Coroners, page 7, on the duties of coroners. 
Aid. Munn said tho importance of holding 
inquests only where absolutely necessary 
could not be too seriously impressed on the 
coroner. 

Ald. Harris felt sure, from what ho 
knew of tho coroner, that ho waa abovo the 
practice of ordering inqueats for tho mere 
purpoao of making fees. Ho was a man well 
up in his profession, and ho (Aid. Harris) 
thought merely wanted to do his duty. 

Tho Council roso at 9:20 p.m. 



BOY BURGLARS 



Try to Dljr Their Way to Freedom Turouiih 
the Brick AYalls of the Reformatory . 

Had it not been for Provincial Jailer 
Robert Liddle'a vigilance on Saturday 
evening three, and probably more, of tho 
little prisoners now confined in the Provin- 
cial reformatory would h'ive unlawfully 
secured their freedom. The prospect, no 
doubt, arouBed tho lads' spirits, for just at 
the timo when thoy were about to removo 
the last barrier in their road to liberty their 
previously quiet movements became more 
energetic, anil a slight noise was audible in 
the jail adjoining. This sound was noticed 
by Officer Liddlo as uncommon, and investi- 
gation proved the boys to bo the cause. 
They wero found working buaily at the out- 
side brick wall of the reformatory, having 
dexterously removed tho first course of 
bricks in a Equaro of about ono foot each 
way. How tho boy Johnson, who was the 
loader of the three, escaped from his cell is 
a mystery. He ia about 10 years of age, 
and although small seems almost too large 
for the feat ho accomplished in climbing 
through the little window in the door of his 
coll. The bars in the window wero ex- 
tracted by the use of a knife or other 
sharp instrument, and the hole out of which 
tho boy emerged does not sppear to bo over 
ten inches wido in any direction. After 
getting out of the cell, Johnson's first work, 
after procuring tools, was to release hiB 
younger brother and a boy named Ross, who 
is about his own age. This he did by 
breaking tho lock of the cell, and when all 
three had secured their partial liberty thoy 
commenced operations on the brick work, 
The boys when discovered wero taken in 
charge by tho officer and afterwards incar- 
cerated in tho Provincial j ail for safer 
keeping. Tho JohnBoua were arreated in 
Vancouver several months ago, and aro 
serving a term of three years lor burtilary. 
Ross is also doing time for a similar oll'jnce.

London, Feb. 18.— Sir Harry Verney 
lied tho other day. He wan born in 1801, 
Sir Harry Vernoy was tho eldest son of Sir 
Harry Calvert, tho first Baronet.

Lessons Drawn From the Life of 
the. Late Dr. 
Douglas. 



Rev. Mr. Macleod Advocates lielifjious 
Instruction iu the Public 
Schools. 



In the James 15iy Mothodiat church, on 
Sunday evening, Row E. Robwn preached 
a memorial sermon for the lato Rev. George 
Douglas, D. P., LL.D , principal of the 
Wesloyan Thoological college, and for many 
years past ono of tho leaders of Canadian 
Methodism. The reverend gentleman choao 
as his text the words, " Ambassadors for 
Christ," 2nd Cor , 5-20, and after a brief 
exposition of tho oiiico and work of Christ's 
ambassadors proceeded to speak of tho de- 
ceased minister, who was born within a few 
miles of Abbotsford, Roxboroughshiro, Soot- 
land, October 14, 1825, was oducated partly 
in Scotland and partly in Montreal, to which 
city ho, with his relatives, removed while 
ho was bub a youth. In Montreal ho 
wrought for a time aa a blacksmith, spend- 
ing, like Elihu Burritt, tho " Loarned 
BlaokBmitb," his spare moments on tho im- 
provement of hi8 mind. Had ho devoted 
himself to business he probably would, with 
his ceaaelesa industry and unconquerable 
persevorance, havo amassod wealth. With 
his rare mental equipment, unusual tasto 
for literature, and vivid imagination, ho 
would undoubtedly havo excelled in litera- 
ture. But the church saw in him tho ma- 
terial for an ambassador ot Cnrist, and 
called him to tho work of preaching the 
gospel. His first field waa Melbourne, 
Que., where he aerved for two years. He 
then offered himself for tho foreign mission 
work, and was Bent to tho Bermuda islands, 
where he Bpent two yeara in ac-lf sacrificing 
labors. There his health waa shattered and 
his strength gave way. Tho disease, or its 
ill effects, became ohronic and waa of a 
most painful and trying kind, gradually 
disabling hands and foot and resulting 
eventually in total loss of sight. Returning 
to Montreal he rested for but one year and 
thon ronewed hia labara aa proacher in that 
city, continuing then in Kingaton, Toronto, 
Hamilton, and again in Montreal, where tho 
laat 30 years of hia useful life were spent. 
Upon the establishment of the Wealeyan 
Theological College in IST.'i he was appointed 
its principal, which ofiiao ho held until his 
death, on tho 10th instant. Meanwhile the 
University of McGill Collego had conferred 
upon him (1860) tho degree of LL D. , and, 
iu 1881, the University of Victoria Collego 
admitted him to tho degreo of D D. D 
Douglas held at various times the highest 
positions of honor and trust in the gift of 
his church, having been president of the 
General Conference, member of the first 
Ecumenical Conference of Methodism, dele- 
gate to the World's Evangelical alliance 
and to the great conferoLCia of other 
churches. His platform and puipit dis- 
courses were of an exceedingly high order, 
both as regards thought and language, and 
ha was consequently in demand on great oc- 
casions, not only in hia own country but 
elsewhere. In tho high courts of hia own 
denomination he exercised a high degreo of 
influence in shaping the policy of the 
church upon tho great questions of union, 
education, form of government, mis- 
sions and temperance. He was hon- 
ored by his brethren iu tho ministry 
of his own and other churches and by the 
eitizsns of the commercial metropolis of the 
Dominion, in which so much of his life was 
Bpent. Ac his funeral obsequies there were 
present distinguished representatives of the 
reliiiious, educational and commercial inter- 
ests of tho Dominion, who testified to the pro- 
f juud regard which waa entertained for him 
who30 princely soul had left the enfeebled 
and shattered body to enter the company of 
the true and pure and good, who have spent 
their strength and given their Uvob for God 
and his redeemed ivorld. The speaker pro- 
ceeded, in conclusion, to derive the follow- 
ing practical lessons from tho life which had 
been removed : I. Tho importance of early 
decision for Christ, without which such a 
life is impossible ; 2. Difficulties and ad 
verbu circumstances may all be overcome if 
we tuyally accept (Jod's call to labor, what- 
ever our appointed rphero may be ; ,'! 
Christ's declaration is true, he that keepeth 
his lifo shall lose it and he that giveth it 
shall find it ; lifo thus found is "worth liv- 
ing"; i. There is compensation in this case, 
as in all cases of true self-sacrifice — "Them 
that honor mo will I honor"; 5. Tho trials, 
privations and sufferings lovingly undergon 
for our fellow men mako tho rest of heaven 
all the sweeter. Thoao who come out of 
groat tribulation! aro nearest tho throno. 

" Religious Instruction in tho Public 
Schooh" was the subj ect of a special ser- 
mon by Rev. P. McF. Macleod, tho pastor, 
in tho Central church laat Sunday evening. 
The text waa found in Deuteronomy vi, 
and 7: "And those worda which I command 
thee this day shall bo in thy heart, and thou 
ehalt teach thorn diligently to thy chil- 
dren." 

Enlarging upon this text, Rov. Mr. Mac 
lcod said : I am quite awaro that in speak- 
ing upon this subject I am venturing on 
dangerous ground, for there are doubtless 
represented even hero a variety of conflict 
ing opinions on tho subject of relininua in 
Btruotion in tho public schools, and wo 
know that thero are a largo number of good 
people who deprccato the opening of the 
(mention lest our present system of national 
education should be disturbed and our coun- 
try be hurrassed with sectarian strife. Noiv, 
I boldly atato my own conviction that we 
may securo a system of national education 
at too great a oust, and that wo ought not 
to bo prevented from pointing out defects in 
our system through fear of consequences 
wo havo no knowledge, may ever arise, 
"Nay, wo ought to point them out whatever 
may be tho consequences. Let mo to-night, 
then, to help your thinking on this impor- 
tant Bubjeot, put before you some questions 
which must bo settled first b-foro wo take 
any action in so important a matter. Thero 
are two kinds of compromising, which 
aro wide as the poles asunder. Thero is the 
compromiaing which ignores principle aud 
ia a distinct surrender of principle, and, on 
tho other hand, tboro is a compromising 
which is founded on loyalty to principle 
and ia its vindication. In tho flrst case 
thero is tho abandoning of principlo on 
grounds of mere expediency. On tho other, 
the ussortinn of principle and the readinea 
to accept what is within reach in hopo of 
attaining by degrees to tho ideal before our 
minds. Now, thero are those who, without 
any regard for what would bo best for tho 
children, have acquiesced in secular educa- 
tion aa tho only practical settlement of tho 
question, and on the other hand thero aro 
those who cliDg to tho idoa of religious in- 
8truction, hut are willing to accept what- 
ever oan bo unanimously agreed upon in tho 
way of tho acknowledgement of God as a 
step in tho right direction. In this spirit 
a compromise wrb effected in Ontario, and, 
I belicvo, may be efl'eoted horo. To-night, 
fben, I ask you to fix tho first principles, to 



agrxo about our ideal, and then to consider 
the step which may in tho meantime be 
practicable. Why does the state under- 
take to provide for the education of the 
children '! Because ignorance is the onemy 
of the state. There is no need of dwelling 
on this. Tho criminal class in tho commun- 
ity and the victims of strong drink aro 
largely composed of iho ignorant, of those 
whoso higher and better nature has been 
lost through want of mental nourishment. 
Think of the narrow world a man lives in 
who cannot read or whoso education has 
been bo slight that he cannot concentrate 
his ihoiifjita on uny Bubject, or 
givo them intelligent expression either 
orally or in writing. Of thoso com- 
mitted to jail in Victoria 273 in all, 
last year, 103 could neither read nor write, 
a fact which Bpeaka eloquently of the im- 
portance of the state interesting itsolf in the 
education of the people, but tho startling 
faot revealed in the statistics of Onturio und 
of the United States that tho majority of 
the criminal clasa have enjoyed tho benefits 
of the pub ic school r-ystem might warn ua 
that the states duty is not fulfilled in pro- 
viding only secular education. But tho 
state is bound to seo to tho education of tho 
peoplo because popular government impliea 
popular intelligence. Thero can be no 
groater danger to tho state than that tho 
majority who rule by their votes should be 
ignorant? But tho stato ia aware that 
national prosperity depends on national in 
telligouce. This is made manifest bo clearly 
in the history of England and America that 
it requires no comment. But if the state is 
bouud to provide for the education of tho 
poople, what is that education to include ? 
Tho branches caaential to moral well-being ? 
It ia agroed on all hands that thero must bo 
moral teaching in tho school, but thero aro 
thoBQ who imagine it possible to separate 
morals from religion ; that you can teach 
tho children the laws of health without 
touching on tho inevitable connection be- 
tween "disobedience of Cod's laws and 
physical deterioration ; that you can teach 
to bo honest on the ground that honesty is 
tho best policy, a miserablo doctrine, but 
not on tho ground that God has said " Thou 
shalt not steal ;" that you may incultato the 
hatefulnes" lying, but not because God 
has said " No liar ahall seo heaven ;" that 
you may warn against covotousneBa but not 
hint that God forbida it. But morality can- 
not exist without God, and hence wo must, 
if we would bo consistent, in eliminating 
God from our school books and tho lessons 
of our children go further, and take his holy 
namo out of our statuto book. The form of 
proclamation beginning by tho graco of Gad 
must be changed. The form of oath admin- 
istered in our courts of practice must bo 
changed, so that God's namo shall not 
appear aa having rulo or authority over ub. 
We must have a text book of morals, and 
where is it to bo found if not in tho Bible. 
Your text book ought to bo authoritative, 
and if God has spoken to ua in his word 
surely education is incomplete which leaves 
out the study of God's words. But apart 
from its moral po<ver God's word is a mino 
of historical facta, not to bo learned else- 
where, of literary wealth which must men- 
tally enrich those that study it. Where 
can you find such Bublimo eloquence, whero 
can you find 3uch poetry, as in tho word 
of God? And the mental aud moral 
training of the child will go on together 
when they are led to mako daily study of 
God's word. But tho state must provide 
for the teaching of tho subjects essential to 
produce an enlightened patriotism. Thero 
must be the study of hiatory, ond ahall the 
hiatory of that wonderful nation, the Jews, 
bo entirely ignored ? There muat be the 
study of tho elements at least of political 
economy, and in the solection of economic 
questions and tho solving of great social 
problems shall the word of God benoglcc'.ed 
or tho light it contains he despised ? Ag un, 
the state must teach those subj eta essential 
to eelf-Bupport ; and I venturo to Bay that 
the man who is an intelligent Btudent of 
(ion's words, aud has had his thinking 
moulded by its holy precepts, will never bo 
a burden to the atate or u candidate for the 
poor-houao. But wo come now to the im- 
portant question. Grantingthat religious in- 
struction is desirable, is it posaiblo to agree 
upon a courBO that would givo euch general 
satisfaction that, with a conscience clause 
to disarm opposition, we might at least give 
it a fair trial ? I believo that we may reach an 
agreement which will unite all who call 
themselves Christiana, and surely that will 
include the large majority of our peoplo. 
The proposal that I would favor ia not mere- 
ly the opening of the school with prayer, 
which now is generally tho case, nor the 
more reading of u Bcripture leason by the 
teacher, which would make but very little 
impression on the mind of tho child, but a 
courso of instruction for which marks should 
bo given us for other subjects. Tho course 
to bo such as all Christendom would consent 
to, including Bible hiatory, Biblo poetry, 
Bible facts, the ten commandments and the 
Sermon on tho Mount. It ia supposed by 
aome that tho Bible would bj degraded by 
boing made a Bchool book, and that the 
pupils would turn away from it in after 
years biomeo they were compelled to study 
it at school. That objection, it teems to 
mo, is extremely frivolous, und has never 
been borne out by tho facts, where tho Bible 
has been bo used. I will have much more to 
aay on thia important subject, but in tho 
meantime I ask you not to be afraid to faco 
the question and not to come hastily to any 
conclusion which is out of harmony with my 
text to-night." 

There was an unusually largo congrega- 
tion at St. John's church on Sunday even- 
ing lost, when the second of tho monthly 
series of Sunday night organ recitals was 
given after tho rogular acrvico by Mr.

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PEOVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 
Fourth Session of the Sixth Parliament. 
NINETEENTH DAY. 

Monday, Feb. 19, 1894. 

The Speaker took the chair at 2 o'clock. 
Prayers by Rev. Ebenezer Robson. 

PETITIONS. 

MR Cotton presented a petition against 
the Consolidated electric railway and light 
company bill. 

Mr. Kitchk.n' proaonted a petition from 
residents of Chilliwack against tho Sumaa 
dyking bill. 

The petitiona were read and received. 

RAILWAY COMMITTEE. 

Mr. Booth presented a roport from the 
railway committee, stating tha t tho pre- 
amble of the Cariboo railway bill has been 
proved and reporting the hill to the house. 

THE BUDGET. 

Hon. Mr. Davie resumed the debate on 
the budget. In tho words of Artemua 
Ward, with reference to tho aong literature 
following the American war, he considered 
it about Lime to "give tho old man a show," 
and the house having heard bo much from 
the opposition against tho government and 
its members would now hear something of 
what is to be said on tho other side. In the 
first place he would oxamine into some of 
the charges which had been made, and 
compare the conduct of the govornmont 
t f tho leader of tho opposition. That hon. gen- 
tleman had made tho rather startling state- 
ment that tho provinoo would loso upwards 
of $000,000 in tho conversion of $1,700,000 
of G per cent, and 4J per cent, bonds into 
'A per cents, or that "more than one-third of 
tho amount would bo wasted in the opera- 
tion. Su far A3 observable, however, neither 
the house nor the country had been alarmed 
by this or any other wild statement of blue 
ruin made in that hon. gentleman's speech, 
for they had become ao well accustomed to 
the cry of " woli 1 wolf 1 " from him that 
they now paid little or no attention to it. 
His efforts had como to he correctly appre- 
ciated, and it ia known that be has the 
knack of so presenting half tho truth that it 
leaves the impression of a tremendous false- 
hood. He would deal with theso subjects 
later or.; but first of all, it would be well to 
"whet the palate," as it were, with a "plate 
of oysters" before entering upon the sub- 
stantial repast, and to refer to some of the 
scandals, as tlio leader of tho opposition 
called them, viz., the Pooley scandal, 
the Baker ccandal, and others of 
which the gentlemen opposite are by their 
own description the scandal mongers. Ho 
could not pretend to say that ho would deal 
with all the insinuations, but ho would take 
up aa many as time would permit. There 
was for instance tho question of travelling 
expenses. In treating of the subject the 
leader of the opposition had omitted 
make referenco to thoso incurred by the 
government of which he was a member, 
much more to bring the figures down before 
the house. In disclosing them now he (Mr. 
Davie) did not wish to raise any question of 
immorality or impropriety against anyone, 
for a minister of the crown must be treated 
t>B an honorable man and not required to 
give particulars for every cent that ho 
spends while attending to tho public busi 
tiess, and when Mr. Beavon was in office, 
he appeared to have acted on the proper 
principle that a ministor of tho crown while 
travelling should maintain tho dignity ot 
his office. The records, then, ahowed that 
on the \3:h of June, 187-1, it was decided to 
lie necessary that the Attornoy-General in 
Mr. Beavcn'd government should go to Eng- 
land, and on the 15th of June ho gave a ro 
ceipt for 32,500 and drew out that amount 
for his travelling expeuses as an officer on 
duty, giving no particulars. Liter on lie 
drew on the treasury for J5U0, and when he 
came back he drew, supplementary to the 
two euir.a just mentioned, §510 !)9, making 
a total of $:>,i>10 99, drawn simply for 
travelling expenses without any par- 
ticulars whatever. Tho opposition of 
that time had not called for tho 
vouchers or attempted to make a scandal 
out of a matter in which there probably was 
no scandal, though tho amount of it was 
three times that now called in question, and 
the present leader of the opposition, who 
now holds up his hands in such holy horror, 
had then not one word of complaint, show- 
ing that it ia only the most transparent 
political hypocrisy which leads him to ques- 
tion the smaller sum after sanctioning the 
larger. (Applause.) Tho gentlemen opposite 
paraded in largo type in their or- 
gan in this city his own (Mr. 
Davie's) travelling expenses, amounting 
to $1900 sinco ho took the office of Premier 
in July, 1S92 While he dislikod to have 
to refor to hiB own personal services 
he thought as a matter of simplo justico 
he ought to si.y a few words as to the roturn 
made for this money, but ho would refer 
only to some of tho more important tasks 
upon which he had been engaged when these 
expenses were incurred. These were the 
long and difficult prosecution at Nanaimo in 
connection with tho Bawnmoro case ; the 
Teragnello murder trial at tho smric place 
on another occasion, long and complicated 
oases engaging weeks, and which no reputa- 
ble counsel could have been engaged to con- 
duct under at least $1,500; tho trials in Cari- 
boo, in Clinton und at Kamloops ; the 
Ktrocbel tri ll, listing twolvo days at West- 
minster und upwards of two wceltB at Vic- 
toria, for which counsel worthy of having 
such cases entrusted to them, could not have 
been engaged, under S3,000 or more, besides 
other important business in which lie could, 
if so diepoaed, liavo entrusted the prosecu- 
tion to outside counsel, the cost to tho 
province being $."i 000, or more, but for 
which ho ( Sir. Davie) had drawn $1,900 
only, for necessary travelling expenses, to 
say nothing cf two trips across the continent 
on important public business. Aport, 
however, from the question of cost, ho had 
felt that he should undertako theso prosecu- 
tions, as any misoarriago of justice would 
have been in tho highest degree disastrous 
to tho province/; and ho felt it incumbent 
upon him to sacrifice his own convenience in 
tho effort to maintain law and order and se- 
cure confidence in tho administration of jus- 
tico in tho province. The plan adopted 
in bringing theso so-callod scan- 
dals before tho houso appeared to bo 
to Bpring them at a time when 
those ugain3t whom thoy aro lovolled aro by 
tho rules of dobato preventod from replying 
immediately— on tho principle that a lio 
will travel a mile whilo truth is putting on 
its boots, and they make suro that their lies 
will got a long start. Ho would deal now 
with what has been called tho Pooley scan- 
dal, tho subject matter of which is that 
Mr. Pooley, who holds tho honorary office 
of president of the council, without salary, 
and ia at the Batno timo a practising barris- 
ter with a large and important practice, had 
gone into court in a caso in which one of his 
clients, the E. & N. railway, havo a dis- 
pute with tho govornmont. Ho would 
liko before proceeding further in this 
matter to lay down tho broad principle, that 
it is tho privilege of any man who happens 
to bo a barrister, when called to Hor Majes- 
ty's council, to retain his private practice, 
for otherwise no lawyer whoso services woro 
worth having could entor tho govornment. 
A little rtlh'etion would show tho soundness 
of this principle, for if it woro not to bo 



barrister who had given up his practice to 
become Attorney-General, if in a short time 
he found that it did not Buit him to remain 
in that position, or if tho public dooided for 
him— atthepollaor otherwiao— that a ohange 
in the office was desirable. It would 
bo monstrous to expect that whilo exposed 
to this contingency he should abandon his 
private means of livelihood. It might hap- 
pen that the private intereats of a member 
of the govornment would como in conflict, 
with those of tho crown, and in such a caso 
theso private rights must bo respected. 
Even tho Attorney-General might be in 
duty bound to appear for a private client 
against tho crown. This, of course, is a 
privilege which should Lo given only to au 
houorablo man, and should not bo abused. 
The Now South Wales case cited by Mr. 
Cotton waa not a parallol ono to that in 
which Mr. Pooley had appeared to arguo a 
dry point of law involving no secretB of the 
govornment, and in whioh nothing he could 
havo learned in tho executivo could be of any 
advantage to him ; but on the contrary that 
caso establishes tho right in tho oloarest 
wuy, but there it waB considered that tho 
privilege waa abused, for tho Attorney- 
General and tho Minister of Justice, pre- 
sumably tho only two law offices 
of the govornment, both took briefs 
aguinat a dopertnient of tho gov- 
ernment. Tho gentlemen opposite did 
not seem to recignize tho difference between 
i he uao and ubuso of such a privilege. Tho 
caso of tho President of tho Council was 
quite different. He could not havo ap- 
peared for tho crown, unless his sorvices 
wore to bo accepted for nothing, for tho 
moment ho accepted a rotainer ho would 
forfeit his scat, bo tho contention of the op- 
position must bo that ho mnat forfeit his 
right of appearing in the case, ono way or 
tho other. Looking up tho records for 
a precedent, sinco this matter was lust bo- 
foro the house, the very first caso ho camo 
across was ono in England — the Attorney - 
Ceneral vs. tho London & North Western 
Railway Co. L R. Q B D. 

Hon. Mil. Beaven— In England it is a 
different thing altogether. 

Hon Mr, Davie said this was not a dif- 
ferent thins, hut ho would later ahow a 
caso nearer homo. In this Eaglish suit in 
tho court, of first instance there was no 
official of tho government on either aide. 
The question was ono as to duties payable 
to tho crown, tho point in dispute beiug 
whether duty should bo paid on sleeping 
car tickets the same as on ordinary tickets. 
Tho exchequer division gave judgment for 
tho crown, and the defendant having ap- 
pealed tho solicitor-general, Sir Farrar Hor- 
schel appeared in the appeal cuurt against 
tho crown. Though in E-igland tho solioitor- 
gecoral and uttoruey-gencral are not mem- 
bers of tho cabinet they are law ollieora 
of tho crown, aud it is then their duty to 
advise whether or not proceolings should 
ho brought. If there were any chance for 
ubuee of authority how couid i f bo more 
abused than by a Boliuitor general appearing 
ugainst his own client, the government, as 
had been done in tho suit just mentioned. 
Ho had noticed a caso also where tho soli- 
citor-general appeared for tho crown and 
the attorney-general for the other Bide. Tho 
leader of tho opposition might, however, 
havo given on inatanco which happened 
nearer homo, in this province, whilo that 
hon. gentleman had a Beat in tho house, but 
to which ho took no exception, perhaps 
becauso ho waa not then associated with the 
senior member for Vancouver and tho mem- 
ber for Westminster city. This was the 
case in which tho present Mr. Justico lie- 
Creight— an adornment to tho bench of the 
province — when attorney-general and pre- 
mier of the province, appeared as counsel 
for Dr. Trimble in his suit against tho 
crown for live acres of land at Ogdon point. 



ment's hands without interest. Then was 
paBsed the " Suitors' fund not," requiring 
payment of everything into the treasury, 
and aeotion 9 provides that the monoys 
shall btar interest, which they cannot do 
unless the government uses them. It is a 
case of paying in aud out every day, so tho 
idea of a special deposit, which would in- 
volve money boing kept three months at 
least if to draw interear, is out of tho ques- 
tion. Mr. Beaven'a contention, if there 
was any sincerity in it at all, would 
involve him in this that the money 
is to bear no interest. Though at 
one time, before tho " Suitors' fund act," 
or " Intoetato estates act," had been paBsed, 
when tho government had no right touso 
this money, yet Mr. Beaven did use it, and 
at tho elections of 187o it was a cry agaiuBt 
him— merely an election cry, ho was bound 
to say— that ho had " not only plundered 
the living, but robbed tho dead." 

Hon. Mr. Beaven— One of your cries, I 
suppose. 

Hon, Mr Davie continued that at that 
time ho was not of an ago to bo much mixed 
with politics, but ho hud already told tho 
houso that he believed the charge was not a 
just ono. Tho point, however, is that Mr. 
Beavon ia now complaining because tho gov

ventive measures were taken, and hence Dr. 
Davie's re-appoiutment from October, 1892, 
to December, 1893, when, tho danger bsing 
p»st, tho health officer again ceased to hold 
office, at Dr. Davie's own suggestion. Ho 
thought no one would say that his appoint- 
ment waB not in the best interests of tho 
country, and that the paymont mado was 
not insignificant in comparison with tho 
good done. 

Amongst other things which tho Minister 
of Financo showed in hia clear and luoid 
handling of the finances was that by reason of 
tho conversion to three per cents , some 
I'Sj.OOO or £90,000 of the accumulated sink- 
ing fund would be released, about $130,000 
of which is now availublo. 'To this 
tho loader of the opposition retort- 
ed that a lottor from Sir Charloa 
Tupper, which ho had been shown

Hon. Mr. Beaven— Everybody knows 
that. 

Hon. Mr Davie asked how it came that 
if everybody knew this there waa nothing to 
be said against it while it waa made to 
appear a grave offence in the President of 
the Council to appear for a regular client, 
when ho draws no salary aa a member of the 
government and could not appear for the 
crown. These precedents showed conclu- 
sively that in Mr. Pooley's caso no 
rule of propriety had been t ran6gt'08aed. To 
turn next to the so-called Biker scandal, it 
waa surprising that the gentlemen opposite 
could see nothing to condemn in their own 
course of appropriating private documents 
not intended for them, but waiving that 
point it would be seen on examination how 
little foundation there is for the 
slander put in circulation, It waa 
decided by tho Licuteuant-Govcrnor 
in Council that the province should be re- 
presented at tho opening of the Imperial In- 
stitute, a determination which, uaithad not 
met with a motion of condemnation in the 
house, it miiBt bo assumed moots with gen- 
oral approval. Tho government, therefore, 
chose as the most fitting representative the 
Provincial Secretary, a gentleman well 
known in England, of a family known all 
over the world, who oould worthily repre- 
sent the province, and having been 
despatched on this mission bis expenaea 
were of course paid out of tho public treaa- 
ury. It was absurd to contend that whilo 
in England ho should not havo given any 
attention to hiB privato business, just as 
it would ho to say that Mr. >ley 
should abandon his law practice, ortliat Mr. 
Turner should retire from tho posi- 
tion which ho holds as a merchant. 
What had occurred appeared to bo 
that he placed himself in tho hands of his 
solicitors there, und in making tho state- 
ment of what ho had to Boll appended hia 
name and official titles in full. If ho had 
left out his offices, this very fact would havo 
covered tho whole affair with suspicion, 
for business men would aBk why this James 
Baker appeared to bo anxious to conceal hia 
idontity — why if the business hewas engaged 
in was u straightforward ono he ahould not 
disclose his official titles. Ho had already 
Bhown that the practice of ministers of the 
crown in England and in Canada and else- 
where is to givo their titles in full on such 
occasion. The namos of Sir Joseph Trutoh, 
u former Lieutenant-Governor; Sir Charles 
Euan Smith, and tho Earl of Donhigh, were 
a guarantee of what is right and honorable. 
Their names would not bo Bulliod with what 
ia wrong. 

Tho ao called " porvorsion of trust 
monoys " waa mado a matter of 
arraignment of tho govornmont by 
Mr. Beaven, who quoted tho funds in 
connection with tho Shuswap & Okanagan 
and tho Nukusp & Slocan railways, tho in- 
testate estates and tho suitors funds, and ar- 
rived at the conclusion that " thoso kind of 
people who found their way into tho peni- 
tentiary might call this a eurplus of rovonuo 
hut ho could not think that tho momberB of 
the legislature could bo made to boliovo it." 
Now tho fallocy of this reasoning, or what 
would bo fallacy if there woro any sincerity 
in it, which there iB not, ia that it treuta tho 
government aB if it wore a municipality — 
bound to keep oach expenditure under its 
own hoad. Under tho utatuteB gov- 
erning theso caees tho government 
is constituted tho banker of tho funds, 
and required to deal with them accordingly. 
It has to mako interest on them and so of 
courBO muBt uso them ; and it was therefore 
impossible that thoy bo kept as eoparato ac- 
counts and paid from timo to timo out of 
theso identical monoyB. Until 1890 those 



what he did by no authority at all. So it is 
in tho muttor of the railway funds, which it 
is intended shall bo used by tho government 
to givo it whatever advantago is thus do- 
rivablo and to avoid to this ex- 
tent tho necessity of making loana. 
Mr. Beaven had next told tho houso 
that he expects that tho I O U.'s of ministers 
aro to bo found in the treasury, whon ho 
knows that in tho oxeroise of tho privilego 
accorded him ho has been ransacking every- 
thing thero, and would have beou tho first to 
diacover any irregularities had thoy exiated, 
and to have reported them. This insinua- 
tion is somewhat akin to tho slime of his 
organ, which insinuates that thero aro other 
moueys besides salaries and their travelling 
allowances which miniatera havo received, 
but which are covorod up aomewhero. He 
knows there can be none, that tho uccounta 
aro an open book thore. Whilo the slimo and 
insinuations east on thoso who aro alive 
carry thoir own condemnation, and, liko a 
boomerang rebound upon the man who would 
heap up such traospirent slander, thero are 
other slanders which call for more severe 
condemnation. Mr. Beaven told tho house 
that on ono occasion when he assumed otfijo 
as finance minister ho found in tho treasury 
safe " I O. U.'s from the ministers of tho 
crown down to tho messengers." The only 
occasion to which he could havo referred 
was when ho (Mr. Beaven) took office iu 
1878 He would like to ask if thero was 
any IO U, thore from Mr. Vernon, now a 
member of the government. 

Hon. Mr. Beavkn shook hia head. 

Hon. Mr Davie continued that tho other 
members woro Meaara. Elliott, Smitho and 
Ebenezer Brown, all of whom had been 
dead for years, but in their lifetime such an 
accusation had never been mado against 
them. 

Hon. Mr Beaven— It has been discussed 
hare over and over ugain. 

Hon. Mr Davie said ho had boon in tho 
house since 1SS2, but had never before heurd 
a hint of such a thing. Ho wondered that 
tho hon. gentleman was not ofruid now that 
the spirits of the dead would rise from thoir 
graves to denounce him a per- 
jurer. Even if theso men hod chanced 
to draw email sums Bgaiuflt their 
aalaries and had deposited their I O. U.'s 
in acknowledgment, that fact would have 
been no justification for the insinuation of 
dishonesty mado against them after their 
death. It was a foul elander, und, why did 
he not bring it against theso men when 
alive? Thirty yeara ago it had been used 
ugainst him, Mr. Bo-wen, ub an electioneer- 
ing cry, that ho had "robbed tho dead"— but 
now in the year of grace 1SD1, ho has really 
"robbed the dead," or triod to— robbed 
them of all that remains of their treasured 
memory, a fair fame and worthy reputation, 
and this from tho "leader of the opposition''; 
a charge he had never dared to mako in 
their lifetime, and which he, Mr. Davie, 
would now tell him he believed to bo delib- 
erately false. (Loud applause. ) 

Dr. Davie's appointment aa provincial 
health officer had been lately used for politi- 
cal tiLct, becauso of tho circumstanco of hie 
being a relativo of the Premier, It had, 
however, been indisputably shown that that 
gentleman's skilful und vigorous services 
saved tho country from a scourgo with 
which tho leader of tho opposition had 
shown himself utterly unable to cope, in his 
position as Mayor of Victoria. It was 
when this had become apparent that on the 
9th of July, 1892, tho medical men at their 
meeting endorsed the proposal that a pro 
vincial health officer should bo ap- 
pointed. Even the opposition orgun in 
Victoiin lauded tho appointment, and as to 
its wisdom, and tho effeotivo manner in 
which tho duties were carried out, the re- 
port of Chief Justico Sir Matthew Begbio 
and the other members of the health 
commission was satisfactory proof, far 
ahoad of the jaundiced, prejudiced and 
envious view taken by the leader of the oppo- 
sition now that the danger is all over. With- 
in threo months, when the scourge was ovor, 
tho provincial health officer, who was ap- 
pointed for u temporary service only, 
resigned, being paid for hia sorvicea 
$1,000, which no ono would say was not 
uf tho best earned money ever paid to 
a public servant. (Applause ) After- 
wards, a convention of medical men waa 
called at Ottawa to ooneider the best steps 
to bo taken to pi event diseaao entering the 
country, and in hia (the Premier's) absence 
his colleagues camo to the con- 
clusion that the province ahould bo repro 
aented, and that the man to send thero was 
Dr. Davie, who had so successfully fought 
tho smallpox and had acquired valuablo ex- 
perience. Ho accordingly went, leaving hia 
privato practice for tho discharge 
of a public duty, and for tho 
timo necessarily occupied received $1,000, 
which no one would say was too much 
to pay to a physician of standing 
for such a mission, besides $300 
travelling expenses, Following on thia 
viHit to Ottawa, though no doubt the 
representations mado by Dr. Milno whon 
thero aud tho correspondenco between the 
two governments had alao something to do 
with it, it was decided that tho now quaran- 
tine station should ba established at Wil- 
liam head. He did not think that anyone 
would seriously question tho account for 
this trip, but he might compare it with a 
vouchor, No. 5375, put in for a trip of one 
of Mr. Beaven'a ministers who was at Ot- 
tawa from December, 1879, to March, 1880, 
and put in hia voucher No. 5375, with- 
out an item of detail, for $1102, 




be released. To show with what porfoct 
frankness he was deolt with in tho treasury 
and how open everything waa thoro to him, 
it might bo stated that tho letter which ho 
was shown had only just been received from 
Sir Charles aud had not evon boon regis- 
tered. Unfortuuatoly, that lottor had dis- 
appeared after it had been Bhown to tho 
public accounts committee, but Sir Charles 
tupper hud been cabled for a oDpy, and in 
tho meantime Mr. Beavon could have, if he 
wished, Sir Charles' answer by cable, which 
would show how much truth there waa in 
tho statement that Sir Charles had asserted 
tho sinking fund could not be released. 

Hon Mr. Beaven— What you say is not 
what I said. 

Hon. Mr Davie replied that if Mr. 
Beaven was not correctly understood it is 
not necessary to rofer further to tho matter. 
If he merely contends that for the uncon- 
verted balance of the loan the sinking fund 
will havo to bo remitted tlioro ia nothing in 
the point, for everyone knows that. If the 
government bo successful in completing tho 
"conversion, tho £90,000 comprising the 
whole of the sinking fund will at compound 
iutorcst for 50 yeara amount to an enormous 
aum, upwards of thu £000,000. 

As an offset to tho circumstance so clearly 
proved that his privato documents had been 
perused in Cariboo and purloined at Chilli- 
wack for tho use of the opposition, tho charge 
had been made against him that ho had 
been guilty of impropriety in taking tho 
Public Accounts of 1893 to a meeting and 
too good-naturedly giving a copy to Mr. 
Kitchen. The house waa told that ho ought 
to be impeached and dismissed for this Bup- 
posed offence against it. What he had 
done, however, was within tho province of 
auy ministor to do, and was the practice in 
other places. Ho noticed that the local 
organ of the opposition had attempted to 
bolster up Mr. Beaven's plea that tho prac 
tico of the Dominion House of Commons 
could not be quoted here as a precedent, h 
cause thoro was a special order of the house 
there, and tho Bupposed order was published 
An examination, howover, ahowed that 
the circumstances under which this resolu- 
tion was pissed were the strongest justifica- 
tion possible for what ho had done. He 
read tho resolution, and quoted from tho 
speech made by Mr. Charlton in moving it, 
in which that gentleman, so far from com- 
plaining becauso information from tho bluo 
book had been used in advance of its pres- 
entation to parliament, stated that ho was 
indebted to the great courteey of the Min- 
ister of Finarce for this information, in the 
absence of which he could not have arrived 
at the real state of tho public debt. Sir 
Richard CartTcright aDd Mr. Blake spoko of 
tho advantage CI giving the matter to the 
public in advance of the meeting of parlia- 
ment. Sir John Macdonald accepted the 
resolution, which came as a suggestion from 
the other tide of the house, say ing that he 
saw no objection to it, that thero wub 
nothing in the law to prevent the 
departmental reports being given to the 
public aa soon as completed, and as it was 
only a practice which bid grown up to 
keep them from general circulation until 
parliament met, ho had tho word "rule" 
used by Mr. Charlton in the resolution 
altered to " practice." 

To recapitulate the facts showed tho op- 
position to be " whited sepulchres." Thoy 
" strain at a gnat," but "swallow a camel." 
They strain at a littlo act of courtesy, such 
as the handing of a public document, altho' 
hitherto unpublishod, to an opponent; thoy 
swallow a camel in justifying an act of fla- 
grant dishonesty, Biich aa the appropriation 
of private documents, i. c. : the Craubrook 
prospectus, and hia, Mr. Davie's, private 
documents at Cariboo and Chilliwhack. 
Thoy strain at tho medcrato expense of 
$1,000 for a minister's trip to England, all 
detailed, but they swallow a camel, in tho 
ehapo of a bill for threo times the amount 
for a similar sorvico, without a do- 
tail at all. Thoy manufacture a guat 
in the Hhapo of what at most 
would havo been a trifling advance, during 
tho mouth to a public olfijor, on account of 
hia salary, but they bwbIIow a camel by mak- 
ing the occasion the aubject of a hideous 
attack upon the character of tho dead 
They atrain at a gnat iu the using of tho 
Inteatato Fund under logislativo authority, 
whilst they swallow a camel by the using 
of that same fund without any authority at 
all, whether legislative or otherwise. 
Truly they wero whited aopulchrea. 

Ho had thus far barely finished up the 
plate of oystord, aud there wub now barely 
timo, nor he feared would the house have 
tho patience, to entor upon tho moro sub- 
stantial portion of tho repast (Crios of go 
on), but — 

To revert to tho conversion of the loans, 
ho wished to tako up Mr. Beaven's state- 
ment that tho province loses $000,000 by 
tho conversion of §1,724,000, or more 
than ono-third of tho amount.

Thoso who 
accopt tho Bcheme simply wish to exchango 
a short timo loan, ut a high rate of intorest, 
for a long time ono at a lower rate, and take 
an equitable premium to mako Up tho de- 
ficiency. Timo would not now admit of hiB

Uiiexpectecl Return of Sealer " Henri- 
etta" Makes an Apparently 
Puzzling Case. 



Sailing- of the "Miowera" for Eng- 
land-Lost a Tow Tliroiiffu 
Storm, 



The gelling schooner Honrietta, which 
sailed away in the early part of on a 

oruiso under Capt. Pinckcey, roturned to 
port on Saturday night, and ontored at tho 
customs yesterday. The sight of her in the 
harbor was a great aurprieo to marino men 
in genoral and her owners too, not on ac- 
count of the length of time she had been 
away, but becauso thoBe in Victoria could 
not see how in tho world she happened to 
got hick, t v ." Charles Spring eBtato. her 
owners, having deeidodly refuaed to receive 
her from tho United States authorities, by 
whom Bhehad been seized. There she was, 
however, in command of her old captain 
and with her old crow abDard, just as if no- 
thing had happened. Her story is a curious 
one, and the case has more corners to it than 
a rail fence, with enough knotty law points 
to make half a dozen good sized auitB. The 
Henrietta, thonownod by Charles Springand 
oimmandod by Captuia Pi-.ckney, was 
s;ized by the U. S. S. Yorktowu in Septcm 
ber, 1892, in Behriug Sea, for an alloged viola 
tion of tho modus vivendi, of the renewal of 
which the Henrietta's captain had not beon 
notified. Then, instead of her being turned 
over to a British warship, as provided by 
the modus vivendi, bIio was taken to Sitka. 
Finally, ufter considerable diplomatic corre- 
spondence, the United States authorities 
acknowledged their mistako, and finding no 
grounds for her seizure mado an order to 
turn her over to her owners. Charles 
Spring, in tho meantimo, had failed, and 
the cstato refuaed to accept her unless she 
waB delivered in Victoria and tho expenses 
arising from her detention satisfied, and 
entered a claim for some $'20,000 or §110,000 
against the U. S. government, who, it was 
understood, did not dispute tho claim, 
but desired to have the amount 
adjusted. All this rime the crew 
romained in Alaska, and Captain 
Pinokney, while the c|uestion of damages 
was pending, went back to Sitka, demanded 
hie veesel from tho U. S. authorities, had 
her handed over to him, fitted hor out in 
new tackle, got hiB old creiv aboard and 
sailed merrily away from Sitka some weeks 
ago and brought her Bafely in to Victoria 
harbor as already related. 

Onco here, tho captain and crew attached 
the schooner for their wages, claiming timo 
from tho date of shipping, early in 1S02, 
and there tho matter stands, in as pretty a 
muddle as any legal expert could wish. One 
of the crew named Hampson, who broke 
his leg at Sitka, will enter the Jubilee hon- 
pital to-day for treatment. 

MARINE NOTES. 

Frank, William and J. La Montague are 
passengers from Victoria by tho Walla 
Walla now on her way up. 

On Saturday evening the tug Falcon lost 
two of her scows while coming in from Gor- 
don Head with cordwood. Tho lino attach- 
ing the scows to the steamer broke through 
the extra strain on them caused by tho pre- 
vailing heavy wind and sea, and the scows 
drifted aehoro where they still remain. 

The steamship Miowera Bailed for New- 
c3stle-on-Tyno last evening. Sho called on 
her way to sea to get a supply of water 
sufficient to last her until Bho reaches Erg- 
land, aB it is tho intention to make no 
stoppige en route. Her cargo of coal will, 
it is expected, be nearly consumed by the 
time sho ccmpletes her voyage. 

The Seattle sealing schooner Helen, in 
command cf Captain H, Strong and carry- 
irg a crew of fifteen, arrived in port Sun- 
day to secure four hunting boats beforo 
going to aea. Her cruise will no extend fur- 
ther than the coaBt.

Though Mr. Kitchen staunchly supported

Westminster could see from this incident 
how much she could expect if the opposition 
party wero in power. Mr. Rjaven'a further 
contention, brought out in the public 
accounts committee report, that tho govern 
inent should not anticipate tho rovonue in 
their expundituio on loads and bridges, 
shows how ho would treat tho country if in 
power. Tho excess over revenue in 
expenditures on roads and bridges, 
amounting to $100, 305. .10, ho would 
postpone for a year, becauao, forsooth, tho 
revenue was not available for another six 
months ! Ho thought ho had conclusively 
thown how hollow were tho superior preten- 
sions of tho party opposite ; that thoy are, 
aa ho had termed them, in fact, 
" whited sepulohros," and he hold that thoy 
aro likewise little better than anarchists. 
Their aim is to destroy character, of tho 
dead ob well as of the living — to destroy 
provincial credit and the rights of property 
g?nerully— the credit of tho province as 
proved by their separation potition, and of 
their bunding themselves with Mr. Duval, 
for whoso utterances they try to free them- 
selves. If they did not agree with Mr. Duval 
in his idea of stopping tho lloatiugof thedebt 
thoy should at onco have said so ; bat 
some one, imagining Duval voiced the 
sontiment of the meeting, did 
attempt to carry out Duval's pro- 
ject " A Mau is Known by tho Company 
He Keeps," and similarly they cannot now 
disclaim, as they are trying to do, Mr. 
Duval's oi Rev. Mr. Maxwell's efforts to 
ruin public credit. Upon ordinary prin- 
ciples of criminal law each ono of thoBe 
banded together for tho objeota of tho ineot- 
ing were responsible for Mr. Duval'e 
utterances, in light of the fact, especi- 
ally as regards Mr. Brown, of hiB 
being present at the mooting of the lSth 
April at Vancouver, in thorough accord with 
the objects of tho meeting, and offering no 
word of objection to what Mr. Duval said. 
Mr. Cotton actually served on a commit- 
tee uppointed ut that meeting to carry out 
its objects, and Mr. Duval wub his co-cotn- 
mitteo man. (Mr. Divle read from the 
News-Advertiserof the 111, h April). He (Mr. 
Davie, in illustration of iho principle that 
a man is judged by his company, would re- 
mind lion, gentlemen oppoeito of tho fable 
of "tho aaB and his purchaser." A man 
wanted to purchase an a6fl, and agreed with 
its owner to try him beforo he bought him. 
He took tho ass homo and put him in tho 
Btruw yard with his other assos, upon 
which the asB, tho subject of purchaso left 
all tho others, and joined himself to tho 
most idle, and the greatest eater of them all. 
\Y hereupon tho intending purchaser put a 
halter on him, and ltd him back 
to his owner, who usked, how ho 
could havo made a trial is so short 
a timo. " I do not need," he answerod, "a 
trial. I know he will bo just such an- 
other as the ono of all the re9t he choBe for 
hiB companion." 

" So ia it," remarked Mr. Davie, " with 
those who associated themselves with Mr. 
Duvil and Mr, Maxwell." (Loud laughter.) 
He (Mr. Davie) charged tho opposition with 
inciting to anarchy when thoy try to incite 
the laboring man to rebel apainat tho means 
of his daily bread by telling him the capital- 
ist is his enemy, and to make war on him 
and to ehow him his money is not safe when 
invested here. Directly a man brings 
money into the place and invests 
it, whether in land, or a street railway, or 
what not, they would make him a target to 
be 6hot at, und hold him up to tiio torn of 
tho workingmen. An instance of this had 
lately occurred in this city, where tho work- 
ingmen had been lectured on tho disad- 
vantage of private ownership of the tram- 
way and lighting apparatus, and it had been 
advocated that the property thus created 
by private capital should bo made unprofit- 
able by the construction ot a rival scheme 
at public expense. If the public said, 
" Wo want to own such properties, and 
will put you out of the field by taking over 
youi proporty at what it cost you, "even 
this might seem hard to the men who bad 
risked their capital in the hope of making a 
reaeonablo profit, but those who talked as 
tho opposition did made no suggestion of 
purchase. They wanted the property for 
nothing, or to freeze the rightful owner out 
of it. What encouragement to a man to in- 
vest his money hero. 

Ho had heard with regret his lion, friend 
tho Minister of Finance s iy that possibly 
or probably this would be his last budget 
speech, iiud that observation had been 
eagerly soi'zjd on by tho opposition presB. 
No doubt that gentleman does sometimes 
feel discouraged to think that the vast 
services which he has rendered the province 
and the watchful care over its finances arc 
mot with reproaches and wilful misconstruc- 
tions ; that instead of appreciation, not to 
say thanks, he ia accused ot little elso than 
being a pickpocket. But he mutt know that 
it is but a small and eelf-interestod faction 
of the community who act thus. Ho must 
know that there ia a watchful and appreci- 
ative public who aro over grateful and know 
how to reward a good and honeBt servant. 
Ho must, moreover, remember that it is to 
them ho owes a duty and not to throw off 
that duty becauao thero aro a few ingrates 
in society. There aro these everywhere, 
and it is only by reflection of the good 
against tho bad that jualico is seon in its 
true light. They havo all a duty to perform 
here to socioty and must bo unselfish. There 
is not a member of the government probably 
who would not hail with delight tho freo- 
dam from this kind of thing and tho re- 
turn to his own accustomed avocations and 
home, moro profitable and more pleasur- 
able to him than to be engiged in such 
wrangling aa occurs here. But tho issue 
is too serious at present. Oilier members 
on tho government side have not tho time 
nor the inclination to givo up their pur- 
suits for iflicial life, but by-and-by there

will be thoao who are both ublo and willing 
to enter public life. Then will he the time 
when the present ministry may justly re- 
tire ; hut, in the ineiintitne, thero ia a hand- 
to-hand strugglo going on between anarch- 
ism and socialism on tho ono hand, and pro 
greas and order on the other.

Mil. Shmi.in said that the leader of the 
government hud applied tho wird anarchists 
to tho opposition, but ho thought that the 
hon. gentlemen opposite wero the rz?.\ law 
breakers, especially in the caso of tho 
money spent under special warrants.
